Farm Prices Up 


Income outlook for farm- 
crs is more optimistic than 
in some time past, Washing- 
ton officials and farm lead- 
ers now agree, 

Reasons include these: (1) 
Despite the late date on which 
the soil bank was approved, 
more farmers than expected are 
participating yet this year. Bank 
payments will help incomes es- 
pecially of those producers who 
have suffered crop damage due 
to drought, flood, insects, etc. 

(2) Price supports, although 
they remain flexible, are higher 
this year than had been antici- 
pated. In the case of some im- 
portant commodities such as 
milk, butter, and soybeans gov- 
ernment props are higher than 
in 1955. 

(3) Farm production costs 
are still high, but prices have 
shown signs of improvement. 
Department forecasters now ex- 
pect farm prices to average 
higher for the rest of this year 
than during the same period last 
year. Net farm income, however, 
still figures to be a bit lower than 
last year for 1956 as a whole. 


Opportunities in Ag 


Many young people about 
now may be making that 
final decision as to whether 
to go off to college next year. 
For those who ask about the 
opportunities in agriculture, 
here are some considerations: 

(1) Only about 13 percent of 
the U. S. population is actually 
producing farm products, but 
about 40 percent of the nation’s 
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working people are employed at 
agricultural-related jobs. 

(2) Dr. T. K. Cowden, dean of 
agriculture, Michigan State uni- 
versity, says there are each year 
nearly 15,000 new jobs in agri- 
culture, other than farming, 
awaiting college graduates 
trained in agriculture. Fields of 
opportunity include chemicals, 
education, extension work, re- 
search, farm organizations, and 
agricultural magazines, among 
others. 

(3) The land-grant colleges 
and universities are supplying 
about two-thirds of the people 
needed in agricultural fields 
other than actual farming. The 
figures show that college gradu- 
ates make considerably more 
money during working years 
than those with a high school 
education. 

Speaking of opportunities for 
young people, it is estimated by 
the Manufacturing Chemists As- 
sociation that the nation faces a 
shortage of 475,000 scientists 
and engineers by 1965, including 
the agricultural branches of sci- 
ence and engineering. 

A study made by the Associa- 
tion shows that there will be a 
“probable shortage” within 10 
years of 93,000 scientists and en- 
gineers in the chemical industry 
alone. “If the needs of the coun- 
try and of the chemical industry 
are to be met,” says Glen Perry 
of E. I. du Pont de Nemours & 
Co., “we must immediately begin 
to double the number of junior 
high school students who become 
scientists and engineers — and 
time may very well prove that 
we are underestimating needs.”

The total figure for payments 
to states is $49,865,000. That is 
an increase above last year of 
about 8 percent. Of the amount, 
Congress agreed that $640,000 
should go for the Rural Develop- 
ment Program to assist low- 
income farmers, 

As predicted in our March is- 
sue, it appears that a good share 
of the increase in funds will be 
devoted to raises in pay for ex- 
tens‘on workers. 

Pay increases are up to the 
states which, on the average, 
spend $6 on extension work for 
every $4 appropriated by Con- 
gress. But lawmakers have ex- 
pressed special concern over ex- 
tension pay, and their views are 
expected to be taken into account 
in state determinations of how 
to spend added federal funds. 


Soil Bank Pointers 
Here are points to remind 
farmers who may be put- 
ting land in the soil bank. 


(1) Banked acres may not be 
grazed or harvested on penalty 
of loss of payments, plus a fine 
amounting to 50 percent of the 
payment rate. (2) The law says 
tenants are to be protected. Pay- 
ments are to be divided as usual 
unless landlord, tenants, and the 
county committee agree to divi- 
sion on another basi

Microphone Trouble 


We all have the same trouble. That 
microphone is an impersonal thing 
that eventually becomes a barrier be- 
tween us and the people we talk to 
We get so we talk to the microphone, 
not the listener. We get so involved in 
the doing of the show that we seldom 
sit back and ask ourselves: 

Who's listening? 

When are they listening? 

What are they doing while they 
listen? 

What do they want to hear? 


Who's Listening? 


If you talk about farming, and what 
you say is of immediate interest to

People listen to radio while they are 
doing something else. They are not 
transfixed in front of their sets hang- 
ing on to each and every word you are 
saying. They are driving cars, making 
beds, feeding chickens, eating dinner, 
and doing countless other things. 

You must have something interest- 
ing to say, and say it in a pleasant and 
positive manner, if you are going to 
be heard. Your listener may not even 
bother to turn off his set if he isn’t 
interested in what you say. He shuts 
you out of his mind and directs his 
full attention to what he’s doing at the 
moment. 


What Do They Want to Hear? 


There are two kinds of information 
best suited to radio: 

(1) Timely information: today’s 
weather, today’s markets, to- 
night’s meeting, and other up- 
coming and current events. 
“Idea” information: that which 
plants an idea into the listen- 
er’s mind and encourages him 
or her to seek more information 
on the subject. 

Broadcasting timely information 
makes efficient use of radio. You are 
within ear-shot of everyone tuned to 
your station. You talk today about 
what the listeners are interested in 
today. And there is no delay in the 
transmission. 

“Idea” information meets the limi- 
tations of radio. People listen while 
they do something else, remember. 
They are more likely to retain a gen- 
eral statement: “Certified seed is 
safer to use because it is relatively 
free of weed seed and has high ger- 
mination.” They are less likely to re- 
tain specific detail: “Use an insecti- 
cidal dust containing four percent of 
dinitro-o-cresol, 10 percent of DDT, 
or one percent of benzene hexachlo- 
ride applied at the rate of one to two 
pounds per rod.” 


Plant Good Ideas 


Plant an idea in the listener's mind 
and tell him where to go for more de- 
tailed information: “Stop by the 
county agent's office in the court 
house or write for our new bulletin 
on chinch bug control.”

Silage Feeding Methods 


A report from Mississippi Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station indicated 
that dairy cows ate more silage 
produced more milk when the silage 
was fed to them in a bunker, than 
when they were allowed to eat it 
directly from a trench silo

I Would Buy This 

If I were hired as a vo-ag teache1 
or a county agent, I would certainly 
want to use photo equipment. I am 
interested in good pictures but have 
a limited budget. With this limited 
budget, I would buy a 2% x 3% 
folding camera with [6.3 lens and an 
internal sync shutter to take black 
and white pictures. Then I would 
check several reliable used camera 
dealers and find a like new 35 mm 
single lens reflex with interchangeable 
lens feature, with a 50 shutter, speeds 
from time and bulb to 100th of a 
second or faster. 

I would then locate a small, rigid 
tripod, a $15 or less flash gun and 
a medium priced light meter ($20.). 

I prefer a medium speed pan film 
for the 2% x 3% and both small and 
medium clear flash bulbs. For the 
color camera, I would buy film cor- 
rected for artificial light and then put 
on a conversion filter taking 
pictures in sunlight

Here are five new antibiotics, 
evaluated by the USDA’s Agricultural 
Research Center, Beltsville, that show 
promise. They are Anisomycin, My- 
costatin, Oligomycin, Griseifulvin, and 
Filipin. 

Each of them, in greenhouse ex- 
periments, have protected snap beans 
and lima beans frora one or more of 
four fungus diseases against which 
they have been tested. None of them 
is yet ready for field application. 

This is further evidence of the 
tremendous field of antibiotics and 
the fact that scientists are just be- 
ginning to discover their value.

The Wisconsin scientists found that 
it is not necessary to measure specific 
gravity for the whole
